The answer in question is not only 
the statement of Gilbertson conflict­ 
ing with the alleged facts, but. its val­ 
ue lies iii the fact, that it is the only 
one that hasn t been rendered incom­ 
petent by reason of the expiration of 
the time fixed by the statute of lim ­ 
itations. 
The story is that this answer w*as 
in the recQrds in the possession of
